DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 7-9, 1,18-1 9, 21 -25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant's 
invention is directed to main control program communicating with one or more functional 
user interface(UI) and human sensory interfaces that can be added or removed. The 
Applicant arguments regarding the Thornton reference(US Patent 2004/0225794) not 
having changing the human sensory aspects is persuasive. 

The closest prior of record is by Novak(US Patent 6791581), which describes the 
changing of skins, without changing the functional aspects. However, Novak fails to 
disclose the Ul engine and main control program as called for in the instant invention's 
claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
